The New Monitors 


Canadian 8hlps For Other Countries 
Tha war baa had a notable effect 
on Canadian merchant marine In re¬ 
spect to the sale of Canadian vessels 
to other countries. Figures Issued by 
the department of trade and com¬ 
merce show that for the last fiscal 
year Cauadlan registered vessels hav¬ 
ing a tonnage of 17.044, and vmlued nt

Vegetable Seed Situation 

The following extract of an article 
from a newspaper of Oolbenburg, 
Sweden, will be of Interest to growers 
of vegetable seeds. The article refers 
to the board of dim tor* q| the Agri¬ 
cultural College of Alnarp. Sweden, 
asking for a government grant for 
the encouragement of vegetable seed 
growing. 

"The board points out that the war 
has most clearly emphasized the Im¬ 
portance, for the country, of home 
production of vegetable seed. Owing 
to the most Important vegetable seed 
producing countries having prohibited 
the export of such seed, the prices of 
a great number of Important vege¬ 
table seeds have risen enormously 
\ml. still A»ra«-, some seeds can hard¬ 
ly be obtained nt any price. It la re¬ 
ported. from a well Informed source, 
that vegetable seed growing In the 
countries engaged In the war has 
been largely neglected during th* past 
summer snd that for this reason fur 
ther advances In prices can be ex¬ 
pected. Reports from Germany stats 
that the aupplv of seed of spinach, 
carrots, most kinds of cabbage, on¬ 
ions cucumbers and peas Is utterly 
small. Furthermore. Oermany has 
prohibited the export of vegetable

FEARFUL HORRORS OF ARMENIAN 
MURDERS ALMOST SURPASS BELIEF 


GHASTLY SCENES ENACTED BY HEARTLESS TURKS 


Viscount Bryce Makes Public the Details of Further Massacres 
of the Hapless Armenians, Which, he says, Surpass in 
Horror What Has Been Previously Published i 


Ul 


Viscount Brycs baa made public tha 
details of further Armenian massacres 
which. In a letter accompanying them, 
be say* "surpass la horror. If that 
were possible, what has been publish¬ 
ed already. 

"1 feel," bis letter continues. "that 
such crimes ought to be exposed to 
the utmost, and that the charity of 
other nations will more than ever be 
draVn to the unhappy refugees 
wtiJh It la known what their frlenda 
and fellow countrymen have auf- 

Viscount Bryce says the details 
conun and amplify the ghastly 
buttor of deportations by which 
Armemaus In northern and eastern 
Anatolia were driven to a death of 
fiendish cruelty. The Oral part of 
the evidence, he says, was received 
>y the committee of enquiry In tho 
Jnlled States, and the second part 
comes from an Armenian gentleman 
at Tlllls, who received It from refu¬ 
gees where the events happened 

-The sufferers of the peasants and 
mountaineers in the region of Van. 
Mush and Banum." Viscount Bryce 
aays. "seem to have been more ter¬ 
rible than were those of the peaceful 
townfolk, described In part one of the 
report. Every successive piece of 
evidence Increases the horror of the 
story and conllrrus the dreadful cer¬ 
tainty of Its truth.** 

After giving part of the evidence 
received from the United Slaloa, 
Viscount Bryce aays that the follow¬ 
ing extracts wire Uken from bis 
correspondent ax Till la: 

"Toward the end of May DJevdet 
Bey. the military governor, was ex¬ 
pelled from Van. Djevet fled south 
wards and entered 8alrt, with some 
1 000 soldiers, whom he called 'but¬ 
cher blttallona.' He massacred most 
of the Christians of 8a!rt, the (fetalis 
of which nothing Is known. On the 
best of authority, however. It Is re¬ 
ported that he ordered his soldtera to 
burn In the public squares the Armen¬ 
ian blahop. Egllae Vartarved. and the 
Chaldean blahop, Adda! Shor. 

"On June 25 the Turks surrounded 
the town of Ditlls and cut Its com¬ 
munication with nelghoring Armen¬ 
ian villages. Then most of the able- 
bodied men wire taken away from 
their women by domiciliary visits. 
During the following few days all the 
men under arrest were shot outside 
the town, and burled In deep trenches 
dug by the victims themaelvea. The 
young men and children were dis¬ 
tributed among the rabble. The re¬ 
mainder, ‘the useless lot/ were 
driven to the south, and are believed 
to have been drowned In the Tigris. 

"It la In such a fashion that the 
Turks disposed of about 16,000 Ar¬ 
menians at Bltlla. At Muah. early In 
July.- the authorities demanded arms 
from the Armenians, and a large sum 
In ransom of notables of the town. 
The head men of the village were 


subjected to revolting tortures. Their 
Anger nails and then their toe nails 
wire forcibly extracted; teeth were 
knocked out, and in some cases noses 
were whittled down, the victims 
thus being done to death under 
shocking lingering atony. 

"The female relatives of the vic¬ 
tims who came to their rescue were 
assaulted in public, before the very 
eyes of their mutilated meu. The 
shrieks and death cries of the vic¬ 
tims filled the air. yet they did noi 
move the Turkish hearts. 

"In the .town of Mush Itself the 
ArmenianaX under the leadership of 
Uotoyan/Hxnd others, entrenched 
themaelvea In churches and atune- 
butlt homes, and fought tor four 
days In self defec.se, but Turkish 
artillery, manned by German officers, 
made short work of all the Armenian 
positions, and every one of the Ar¬ 
menian leaders, as well as their 
men, were killed In the fighting. 

"The ghastly scenes which fol¬ 
lowed may seem Incredible, yet these 
reports have been confirmed beyond 
all doubt. The shortest means em¬ 
ployed for disposing of the women 
and children In the various camp* 
was by burning. Fire was set to the 
large wooden sheds In Alljan, Mo- 
grakom. and other Armenian villages, 
and the absolutely helpless women 
and children were roasted to death 

"Many women went mad and threw 
away their children. Borne women 
knelt down and prayed, amid the 
flames which were burning their 
bodies. Other shrieked for help, 
which came from nowhere, and the 
executioners, who seemed unmoved 
by this unparalleled savagery, 
grasped infants by one leg and hurl¬ 
ed them Into the fire calling out to 
the burning mothers, 'Here are your 
lioaa.' \ 

"Turkish prisonertawho apparent¬ 
ly witnessed some oNMiese scenes, 
were horrified and maddened at re¬ 
membering the sight. The odor of 
burning flesh, they any, permeate* 
the air for many days. 

"In the hilly country of Sasun the 
surviving warriors found themaelvea 
surrounded at cloae quarters by 30, 
000 Turks and Kurds. Then followed 
one of those desperate heroic 
struggles for life which have always 
been the pride of the mountaineers 
Men. women and children fought 
with knives, scythes, stones, and 
anything else they could handle 
They rolled blocks of atone down the 
steep slopes, killing many of their 
enemies. In the frightful hand-to- 
hand combats, women were seen 
thrusting their knives Into the throats 
of Turks. 

"When every warrior had fallen 
several of the younger women, who 
were Is danger of falling Into the 
hands of the Turka. threw themaelvea 
from the rocks, some of them with 
Infanta In their arms." 


Why the Serbs Fight On German Gas Machine Gun 


A Sample of Auetrlan FHghtfulneee 
Perpetrated In Serbia 
The fortitude and unflinching endur¬ 
ance of the Serbs furnishes proof of 
the virility of the race sud ot 
the right of Serbia to rise 
again with Belgium and take 1U 
place In hialory as the home of one 
of the little peoples of heroic mould. 
The Serbs fight not merely because 
liberty la the Lreath of life to the 
mountaineer, but also because they 
have hideous wrings to avenge. Mr. 
Perry Kobinson. a war corrospondent 
who recently returned from Serbia, 
has told of some of these horrors in 
an article In The Bellman of Minneap¬ 
olis. Were bis statements about the 
burning of people at the stake not 
corroborated by tbe testimony of 
neutral scientists they would be In¬ 
credible. 

Mr. Robinson tella of one Incompar¬ 
able act ot deviltry, perpetrated at the 
border city of Shabatx by the Aus¬ 
trians "There wa* a curious excep¬ 
tion to the universal wrecking. I vis¬ 
ited the place and saw It as it was on 
the day the Austrians left. It was 
the leading drug store of the town. 
The owner, who had fled from the 
city and returned again when the 
Austrians were driven out. expected 
that he would And bis stock as com¬ 
pletely gone aa that of any other resi¬ 
dent. It la true that all the fancy art¬ 
icles, the perfumes, soaps, and things 
for the toilet, had been carried off, and 
the floor was covered with litter from 
Uie rummaged c 1 rawer*; but to hla as¬ 
tonishment, In orderly row* ae he had 
left them on tie shelves all around 
tlie walls, still a.ood tbe large glass 
Jars containing hla drugs. He was 
amaxed that the Austrians had resist¬ 
ed the temptation to smash so many 
bottles; but chance led him to exam¬ 
ine the contents of the bottles, and 
he found that they had been careful¬ 
ly mixed, and poison had been intro¬ 
duced Into each Jar of Innocent medi¬ 
cine. It strikes one aa being aa In¬ 
genious a piece of frlghtfulneaa aa 
has been perpetrated in all the war— 
the ‘spirit of murder working In the 
very means of life.'** 
la It to be wondered at that the 
Berba fight on?—Toronto Globe.

Ite Use In War Was Decided Upon 
Some Years Ago 

Among other uUuable end curious 
things captured from the Germans 
during a recent retreat Was the 
paraphernalia of an ambulance. 

A complete post was taken, In¬ 
cluding doctors, nurses, and appara¬ 
tus. Tbe most interesting object of 
all la a machine tor curing sufleiera 
from gas poisoning. 

It consists of a cylinder with two 
compartments, one containing oxy 
gen, the other an alkaline aubatance 
now being analyzed. Full instruc¬ 
tions for Its use were found, and 
the French greatl> admired the tech¬ 
nical perfection both of this machine 
and of the great i upply of surgical 
Instruments. But the moat signifi¬ 
cant detail was an Inscription on the 
cylinder itself. It Is there described 
aa "Pattern D 1915. Improved from 
Model C 1912, Improved from Model 
A 1910." 

This would aeem to be proof that 
the use of chlorine gas In the med! 
tated war was settled at least aa 
early aa 1910. 

At the same place and time the 
French alao captured an elaborate 
machine for distributing poisonous 
gaa. It is worn aa a knapsack over 
the back,- and very much resembles 
some of the new patterns of fruit 
sprayer. From the cylinder flexible 
plpce come round under the arms 
of the wearer, enabling him to spray 
the gaa In any direction he pleases 
He himself wear* a helmet very 
much of the pattern used by dtvera 
Below the chin la a sack of oxygen, 
and the man breathes the'air be 
manufactures. 

These knapsack sprayers are ap¬ 
parently supplied only to engineers 
attached In various forces to differ¬ 
ent divisions. 


Facts About Cyprus 


Tho Important Island Great Britain 
Offered to Greece 

"Cyprus la one of the roost Im 
portent Islands In the Medllerran 
can," aays a bulletin given out late¬ 
ly by tho National Geographical 
Society, which describes England's 
reported offer to the Greeks for their 
aid In the world war. "There are 
Just two islands In the broad Inland 
sea larger than Cyprus, and these are 
81clly and Sardinia. There are few 
islands In the world more rich in 
historical associations, and none, pro 
bably, more coveted by powerful 
neighbors. 

"The Island ilea In the mouth of a 
pocket formed by Asia Minor and 
Syria mainland to the dbrth and to 
the east It baa an area of 3.584 
square miles. A great part of the la 
land la taken up by two mountain 
ranges, one which fills much of the 
southern end central part, .and the 
other of which stretches along the 
northern coast. 

"The coast of Asia Minor ilea foyty 
six mliea to the north, and that of 
Syria between fifty and sixty miles 
to the east. Although nominally « 
possession of the Ottoman empire up 
until the outbreak of hostilities be¬ 
tween the Turke and the silica, Cyp¬ 
rus has been administered by Great 
Britain since the Treaty of Berlin in 
1878, and now forma an Integral part 
of the British empire. English occu¬ 
pation has done much to Improve the 
conditions of health on the island, as 
It has been a stimulus to commercial 
development. 

"The mountains of the Island are 
wild and beautiful, and upon their 
sides the forests are still growing 
that were famed and prised In early 
Egyptian times. They also contain 
te mines of copper, celebrated 
among the ancients, atlll richly pro¬ 
ductive. which gave the metal Us 
name (copper being a derivative of 
Cyprus). The highest altitude U 
attained by Mount Troodee. with a 
summit €.406 feet above sea level. 

"A wide valley runs east and west 
through the central part of the (aland. 
This valley la about sixty mliea long, 
with a breadth varying from tan to 
twenty miles. The mountain ranges 
on either side send their waters to 
the valley through Intermittent tor- 
roots. Much of this lowland la un¬ 
cultivated. though In the northern 
parte grain la grown. The soil of the 
whole valley is good, and there Is no 
reason why the uncertain water aup^ 
ply might not be supplemented bring¬ 
ing aU of the land under cultiva¬ 
tion. 

In the days when western civili¬ 
sation was In Ita swaddling clothes, 
Cyprus was widely known for Ita Im¬ 
passable forests, which not only 
clothed the sides and summits of its 
mountains with thick, dark masses 
, °f green, but which overgrew the 
, whole "floor of the valley between 
with such an interlacing sturdy tan 
I glc of trees and underbrush that It 
was difficult to clear the land for 
; cultivation. 

"The wonderful forests of the land, 
however. In tbe more than l.ooo year* 
of exploitation that have passed over 
them, have been almost entirely cut 
away. Those forests built the ships 
of Egypt, of Greek Syrian rulers, of 
A ala Minor cities, and of Turka. and 
all that remains of their once much- 
heralded glory are the pine growths 
on tbe mountains. 

It la. nevertheless, a valuable land, 
and much of Its former splendor 
could be brought back to It by the 
proper administration and develop 
ment. The British have well begun 
this work of rehabilitation. 

"The population of the Island la 
estimated at 240.000. Greeks and 
Turka. The chief towns are Nicosia, 
the capital, with 15.000 Inhabitants, 
the largest city, and Limaaol and 
Larnaca. 

Moat of the people gain their llva 
IIhoods by agrlcijlture. The methods 
employed ere almost as ancient as 
are the traditions of the Island, and 
the Inhabitants are sturdily opposed 
to Innovation. The olive, mulberry, 
grains, grapes and other fruits, oil 
seeds, cotton and all aorta of vege 
table* are grown. Irrigation works 
have been undertaken for the reclam 
atW>n of the soli, so fruitful of old. 
and many acres have been brought 
back under cultivation. 

"Cyprus does an annual trade of 
about II.500.000. It Is handicapped In 
the development of Ita commerce ow¬ 
ing to a want of natural barbora and 
to an eastern fetallam too thoroughly 
leerned to permit of much Initiative 

8lnco the Brllish occupation some 
energy has been brought Into the lit¬ 
tle land, but there still remains a 
great deal to be accomplished before 
a west-Europe commerce and busi¬ 
ness management can become Indig¬ 
enous. Great Brftaln administers 
Cyprus through a high commissioner 
with the powers of a colonial gov 


Religion to Order

Britain's PFtwnpt Action 

Why the German Walkover Did Not 
Materialize 

Viscount Haldane, the former war 
sec rotary, speaking at Hamstead. de¬ 
clared that the Germane would have 
■ reached Paris and perhaps Calais, had 
not the government taken prompt ac¬ 
tion upon the warnings which he him¬ 
self and others bad given of the Ger¬ 
man intentions. 

The British government, he said, 
did everything possible to get ag¬ 
gressive Ideas out of the heads of the 
other nations on the continent, but 
that did not prevent the government 
from taking precat tlonary measures. 
Great Britain was not taken un¬ 
awares, but was able to mobilize the 
army and navy at the first moment 
of the outbreak of tbe war 

Ix>rd Haldane expressed the belief 
that there la not a single govern¬ 
ment among the powers that has not 
been wholly surprised and taken 
aback by the magnitude and duration 
of tbe struggle which has since de¬ 
veloped. and that nobody haa been so 
much surprised aa the German gen¬ 
eral staff, which "had expected a 
walkover in about* three months." 


33.000 British Prisoners of War 
The number of British prisoners of 
war in Germany la now approximate¬ 
ly 33,000.- These figures were given 
In response to a question In the Brit¬ 
ish House of Commons by Harold J.

Portable Houses 

For the French 

Circular Sent to all Lumbermen, Mills 
and Factories In Ontario 

To present to the French govern¬ 
ment a number of portable houses as 
a gift, in order to relieve French peo¬ 
ple who have been driven out of their 
homes and deprived ot most of their 
property during the advance ot the 
German armies towards Faria last 
year, la lb* suggestion of a committee 
formed and operating to help the peo¬ 
ple. In the portion which lies this 
side of the present line of the armies 
large districts thus ravaged are being 
relnhabited by their people, who are 
under conditions of great privation 
and distress. 

Hon. O. Howard Ferguson, minister 
of lands, forests and mines, for On 
tarlo. haa sent a circular on the sub¬ 
ject to lumberman, mills and factories 
in the province. Ln the course of the 
communication he aays: 

"A gift from the great lumber pro¬ 
vinces ln the shape of a number of 
these houses labelled aa a gift of 
Canada and denoting the province 
from which they come, would serve 
not only insofar as their number was 
concerned, to meet the wauls of the 
people but would stand as a very ex¬ 
cellent advertisement of what could 
be done ln tbla direction and the cost 
at which It could be dona. 

"Tbe factory people are, I believe, 
prepared to make a very large num¬ 
ber of these and to send representa¬ 
tives to Belgium and France at the 
proper time to undertake business ne¬ 
gotiations. Could not thle govern¬ 
ment. the lumber mills and factories 
unite In making a preaentation of a 
certain number of these houses ln 
knockdown condition, tbe factory men 
putting the final processe* on the 
lumber cut to dimensions, the lumber 
mills providing ae their pert the lum¬ 
ber necessary, and the government of 
the province, say. undertaking tbe 
coat of transport either to the port 
of shipment or to the port of destina¬ 
tion." 

It la pointed out theae houses should 
be on band for early spring of next 
y«w. _ 

German Kultur 

There Appears to be a Vast Difference 

Between Culture and the German 
Kultur 

Kultur la a word that haa become 
familiar since the beginning of tbe 
war In Europe. Germany defended 
tha war by saying that it waa necea- 
•ary to extend Us Kultur to aU the 
world. At first It was assumed that 
Kultur waa identical with culture, and 
many who admired German literature 
and scholarship were quite prepared 
to admit that the spread of German 
culture to all peoples might be a good 
thing. But It Is only now beginning 
to be understood that Kultur does not 
mean culture, but the distinctive Ger¬ 
man apJrU and methods of Ufa. It 
means the desth of democracy and 
tbe extension of governmental control 
to the minutest features of social life. 
It means the abolition of private 
choice end initiative, and the subjec¬ 
tion of all personal alms to partici¬ 
pation In a national purpose and the 
means of executing It. It means that 
order of things which baa made Ger¬ 
many the best prepared military na¬ 
tion In the world and enabled the 
German government to Include all the 
private resources of the nation In Ita 
military operations. German Kultur. 
as now explained, has no place for 
free will except the will to conform 
to the spirit and methods of the 
state —Prof. W. 11. Allison ln New 
York Times. 


A Hero’s Death 

Men Were Inspired by Their Cap¬ 
tain's Gallantry 

Among the many gahant deeds of 
this world war none stand out more 
prominently than the charge, led by 
Captain Langdale, against the Hoben- 
xolleru Redoubt. The men were rang¬ 
ed ln the trench to hla right and to his 
left all ready and walling for the 
word to leap up the parapet and rush 
through a hundred yards of German 
machine gun fire and rifle Ore. Capl. 
Langdale inspired every soldier In 
sight by quietly silting on a camp 
•tool smoking a pipe aa though noth¬ 
ing of moment was about to occur. 
Once he relit the pipe and took a few 
puffs. Then, rising with a shout, be 
yelled. "Come on, Leicestershire*!" aa 
he leaped over the parapet, while all 
hla men dashed after him. Within a 
rush of twenty yard* they met the 
storm, which decimated but did not 
check them. When they were half 
way to the goal the German fire partly 
ceased, and they could be seen re¬ 
treating to their further line. Still 
the central figure, well ahead, kept 
)oiling hla enrouragemeut. Then 
came a mad rush for the captjred 
trench. Many failed to reach It, and 
those that did found their gallant 
leader missing. He was amoug the 
dead some thirty yards behind. 

"Mlnto" Sold to Russia 

The Canadian Ice breaking steamer 
Minto haa been sold to the Russian 
government for use In keeping the 
port of Archangel open during the 
winter. She Bailed recently with a 
Canadian crew for Archangel where 
she will be handed over to the Rus¬ 
sian government. A year ago the Can¬ 
adian Ice breaker Earl Grey waa sold 
to Russia and has been rendering 
splendid service. 

New York's Population 

A police census of the city, Juat 
completed, shows that the greater 
city haa 5.253,888 inhabitants In lit 
five boroughs. The state census last 
July gave tho total population as 6.- 
009.112 but some dissatisfaction was 
felt with this count and at the In¬ 
stance of the hehlth department the 
police were employed to compile a 
new census. 


EXPEDITION AGAINST THE TURKS 
FIGHTING IN THE GARDEN OF EDEN 

WONDERS OF THE BRITISH ADVANCE ON BAGDAD 


Marchinf Through the Land o( Adam and Noah lo the Ancient 
City of Bagdad, There Gould be no More Striking Episode 
in the Gonflict Beyond Europe 

mmjed motorcar" of the enormous 
•erlfea or mounds which are ail that la 
Ivfllof the mighty city of Babylon II 
should soon bo Damping through the 
desolate ruin* ot Samuels, where ouca 
lb* Greeks ruled over a million souls. 
It* footstep* will ring within the g|- 
gautic vaulted hall of Clesiphon, the 
last relic of tha winter palace of tha 
Parthian kings. 

And then at last, If all gooa well tha 
expedition will sight the gilded dome 
and minarets of tne mosque of Kusl- 
min, and all the fiat roofed houses of 
Bagdad, standing auild groves of date* 
palms and oraugu trees. Fiorn the 
first chapter of the Hook of Genesis 
It will pass at a stride lo the veiy 
heart of the "Arabian Nights," and 
• weep through the shady bazaar* 
where Haroun al Kaachid loved lo 
room. 

The fall of Bagdad owuld resound 
more loudly throughout llie east than 
all the battles fought between War¬ 
saw and Osteod. lugdad waa once, in 
the eyes of all Asia, the must splendid 
city in the world. It was tho borne of 
the Caliphate, the centre of Islam, the 
abode of Moslem llteiature and art 
and science, a capital which Is auid to 
have had a population of two millions. • 
Tradition survives decay in Asia far 
more than In Europe, and though the 
Bagdad of today has ahrunk to a place 
sheltering about 120.0*10 people, it Mill 
haa a fame and a prestige surpassing 
Delhi or Peking. It la incomparably 
older than any city In India or China, 
It Is mentioned in the records of As- 
aurbanlpal and Tiglath-Ptieser. and on 
one ofjta quays may atlll be traced an 
lnscrlpltWiu of Nebuchadnezzar, King 
of Babylon. 

Let it never be forgotten that me 
British were in the Persian Gulf, and 
thus on the border of theae ancient 
lands, before the Tt rks. Though the 
Turks extended their rule long ago to 
the border* of Meso|»olainla. they are 
comparatively newcomers In Chaldea. 
They took Bagdii less han three hun¬ 
dred years ago. They have never real¬ 
ly conquered the Lower Tigris and 
Euphrates. Below Bagdad they have 
been laxgathera and sentinels and 
nothing more. There have never been 
many Turks in either Bagdad or Bus- 
•orah, save soldiers and a few offic¬ 
ials. To all tbe people of theae reg¬ 
ion* they are oppressive and rapac¬ 
ious aliens, and It will not be surpris¬ 
ing If the Bagdad populace halls the 
British as deliverers from the Turkish 
yoke.. 

Tbe loss of Bagdad would Inflkt a. 
irreparable blow upon Turkish pres- 
ilge, but the greatest result would be 
that It would strike at the very heart 
I of the German dreams of ultimate do¬ 
minion In Eastern Europe and West¬ 
ern Asia, whlrh largely contributed to 
I bringing about tbe present war Tho 
Bagdad railway was one of the cen- 
! tral features of German world polit y. 
The dream* are shattered, Great Brit* 
aln la nearing Bagdad, and at Hue* 
sorah she holds the gate by which 
! Germany bad rxpcctcd to emerge up¬ 
on the shorts of the Persian Gulf, If 
It is not too soon to spreulato upon the 
future consequences of this memor¬ 
able conquest. With a revival of ir¬ 
rigation Chaldea ought to become 
again one of tbe graoartca of the 
world, while Uussorah should be 
made an Eastern Hamburg These 
questions belong to the still distant 
period of peace. 

Tho advance on Bagdad Is a daring 
feat of arms but It must not be for- 
gotten that the Turk* n»kV send rein¬ 
forcements down the Tigris. The army 
of India, which haa heavy normal re 
sponalbilltlea, Is endeavoring to d«» *» 
great many thlnaa at once—Ix»vat 
Fraser. In the London Dally Mail. 


We learned recently the surprising 
news that a mixed British ami ludiau 
force wag within a hundred miles ot 
Bagdad. Should our troops reach 
their goal, they will have performed 
one of the moat dramatic exploits In 
the history of war. They will have 
marched over 400 mliea from the Per 
also Gulf throughout the lands of 
Adam aud of Noah, to seize the place 
which even the Turka atlll call "the 
glorious city." Unless the allies take 
Jerusalem, there could be no more 
striking episode ln the conflict beyond 
Europe. 

Tbe operations which have thus 
developed began modestly enough last 
November with a Joint naval and mili¬ 
tary advance from the head of the 
Persian Gulf up the Shall al Arab tho 
river formed by Uie confluence of the 
Tigris and Euphrates. After one im¬ 
portant action the expedition reached 
Uuaaorah, sixty mliea from the aea, 
and. perhaps the oldest aeapoit ln 
Asia. 

From the quays of Bussorah daring 
Arab navigators sailed many centuries 
ago and sacked Canton, ln the daya 
when Arabia held the secret of the 

aea. 

it waa the port whence Slndtiad the 
Sailor, whose chronicles are plainly 
the exaggerated record of many genu¬ 
ine voyegea, roved the eastern seas 
Nelson himself haa left on record that 
be vlelted Uussorah as a lad In the 
"Seahorao." Yet though the East 
Indian Company had warehouses 
there, never before has the port flown 
an European flag. 

The British chased the Turks fifty 
miles farther up the river to Kurna. 
One column went up the River Karun 
into Persian territory to aave the ad¬ 
miralty oil pipe line. Another has re¬ 
cently pushed Ita way for a hundred 
miles through the iwanpa and la¬ 
goons formed by the old channel of 
the Euphrates, and shattered a large 
Turkish force at Naalrlyeh. A third 
column has steadily advanced up the 
Tigris, and la now at Kut-el-Amara, 
only 100 miles from Bagdad by land 
though 200 miles by tbe winding 
course of the river. Long before It 
reached Kut the expedition was well 
past the worst obstacle*— the shal¬ 
lows and rapid*—on tho Tigris 
Though tbe river la at present at Its 
lowest, there should be good water all 
the way to Bagdad. If we are relying 
on water transport, which la not 
dear. 

The region In which our troops are 
now operating la oi extraordinary In¬ 
terest. although the immense alluvial 
plain between the Tigris and the Eu¬ 
phrates contains not a single hill and 
hardly a tree. It la an endless flat, 
yellow expanse of the silt of counties* 
ages the richest soil In the world, the 
granary of early civilization*, where 
wheat grew wild when man Aral found 
hlmaeff Somewhere ln this are; Ilea 
the traditional site of the Garden of 
Eden. The Arab* place It at Kurna. 
where our troop* have been encamped 
since January: but Sir William Will 
rocks pins his faith to HU, • plare fkr 
above Babylon, on the River Eu¬ 
phrates. 

There are very few corner* of the 
world where the British army haa not 
marched and fought before, but this 
Is one of them. For a parallel to the 
European lnvaalo.i of Chaldea we 
have to go back to the daya of Alex¬ 
ander the Great The British force la 
traversing land over much, If we arc 
to accept the Inviting theories of Sir 
William Wlllcocka. the ark of Noah 
must have floated It haa passed by 
the site* of cities where dwelt the 
Sumerians, that wonderful race whose 
very existence was unsuspected t»y 
scholars until recent yeare It la to¬ 
day within a two hours'-run "by ar-

T HE eole bead of a family, or any 
mats osar 18 yearaold, may home¬ 
stead a quarter section of available 
Domiaioa laud in Manitoba. Saekatch- 
awaa or Alberta Applicant uiuat 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Afancy or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy umy be msde nt nny 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not 8ub- 
Agancy). on certain condition*. 

Duties—dn months residence upon 
nnd cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of bin homestead on a 
farm of at leant 80 acres, oo certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable bouse is required 
except wbeo residence ia performed in 
the vicinity. 

la oertain districts a homesteader 10 
good standing may pre erupt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
83 00 per acre. 

Ihitiee—Bis months residence i«i each 
ef throe years affter earning homestead 

K tent; also SO acres extra cultivation. 

e-emption patent may be obtained aa 
toon aa bomeataad patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A seltlar who has exhausted bis 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
•3.00 per acre. Duties- Must reside sis 
mootha in each of three years, cultivata 
60 acres and erect n house worth gUO. 

The aroe of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in cnee of rough, scrubby or 
atony InnJ. Livs stock may be substi¬ 
tuted for cultivation under certain con¬ 
ditions.

The Dardanelles Expedition 

As much as there lies come through 
into tlie Canadian papers of General 
Sir Ian Hamilton's report on tlie Dar¬ 
danelles afiair shows ns what Uie im¬ 
mensity of the job waa and how inade¬ 
quately it was tackled. 

The Dardanelles campaign, starting 
out at the beginning when •* vm first 
undertaken, Ailed tlie public rye aluiuat 
to the exclusion of tlie operations in tbe 
oilier l lies ires of tlie war. There was a 
glamour about the whole thing which 
seemed to appeal to tlie minds of men, 
and this probably because of the historic 
ground on which tlie fighting waa tak¬ 
ing place. Amnt>4 tlie flgniing too, 
there grew a great importance, and we 
were ali|p>at daily reminded by writers 
who knew what they were talking at» at 
that tbe Dardanelles was tin* key to rhe 
whole situation, and that it was in thst 
area that tbe real decision would he 
obtained. 

From those days to the present time 
doee not serin far but during Uiem the 
campaign has (ousted frutu glamour 
through tbe various stages untfl to-day 
It is spoken of as a failure, and tlie 
A tied force* have abandoned tbe expedi¬ 
tion altogether, and tlie interest swings 
back to tlie older battlefields of France 
and Belgium. 

What tlie history of the Dardanellee 
campaign may he practically no one 
l knows and if will he years before history 
reveals It and tlie'wby and the where¬ 
fore of tlie sacrifice of tlie life that has 
been made.

George lltll, grain inspector for the 
government at Calgary waa asked his 
opinion of Mm cause of tlie cundiUon 
Mutt Uie gialu lu thb district, part leu | 
brly tin* oats, was of aucb poor quality 
for seed. He replied that uudoubudly 
it was due to Uie fact tliat the gram 
Iwreabouta waa touched by fruet, in 
some canes pretty badly hit. 

"Would the next aeasou'a crop be, 
greatly dimiubhed by Uie use of thb 
gram as reed?* Mr. Hill was asked 

“Undoubtedly.” be replied. "The 
government tests are aa reliable as any 
information we could get ou —t h e aut 
jrct, and llMre can be no doubt of their 
accuracy."

It waa explained by government offl 
ciab tliat lie laboratory tesla of the 
grain showed that it grew nicely and 
i ppeered U be of au excellent quality, 
but wImii it caiiM to heading out, the 
graiu did not fultlll its fauriiuus pro- 
|s*rly. "According to these testa," aaid 
Mr. Hill, "aoiue of tlieae tails would not 
produce more than 15 or 90 bushels to 
| tlie acre." 

I Mr. Hill further expressed Uie opinion 
that (t would la* wise for Uie fanner* to 
! have special leata of their own fields if 
I tliey were uot certain of Mw germinatinu 
qualities of the seed, and to go into Um* 
matter thorougldy before planting. He 
also stated that h waa bis opinion Uiat 
tlie worst of the affected area did not 
extend very far to the east, Iving 
principally between Olds and High 
River, or In Uie higher altitodas, where 
tlie frost cams earlier and Uie grwin was 
the moat delayed.

At this time when we have roundftd 
up the product of the season and know 
to a large extent the result of our ef¬ 
forts, no doubt many will gerfclvlng 
considerable thought how to repeat in 
some cases and In others bow D make 
desired Improvement for the coming 
year. It la not too early to plan now 
and it may be that the value of doing 
Ibis early may bring a considerable 
Increased profit because the breeder 
was ready to meet all necessities and 
had hla work planned ao as to bring 
the beat results before It was too 
1st* 

Without some future definite objec¬ 
tive U always seems as though very 
little good result would be possible. 
Whether It Is to win some show that 
the breeder has In mind or whether to 
produce something that will make bet¬ 
ter results possible In the matter of 
eggs or meat or to bring bigger profit 
In some way or other, It seema quito 
clear that unless some such Ideal la 
ever In mind the routine that muat be 
continuously followed when It la 

S lanDed and worked out will kill the 
rat Interest and makw-the work so 
commonplace that It will be much 
neglected and poor results secured 
Just as sure as grass is green. 

When we hear of min arranging ao 
that the growing chicks can be fed at 
4.30 a.m., and or others giving an ex-, 
tra feed at 10 pm.. surely we can 
realise that such arrangements muat 
be due to a great ambition to get re¬ 
sults and tha working out of a plan 
that will produce Juat a little better 
than the man who will not take every 
precaution that will be helpful In se¬ 
curing the moat possible. Heavy milk¬ 
ing cattla are probably fed consider¬ 
ably more than poor milkers, but In a 
great many dairies It baa compelled 
the owners to Insert an extra milking 
so aa to take care of the high produc¬ 
tion of the cows. Left to their own 
sweet will these same animals would 
not produce half they do but the study 
of the very beat producing methods 
have developed a routine that brings 
very much Increased yearly returns. 
Many who have chickens could very 
much Improve their returns by giving 
the matter Juat a little thought, plan¬ 
ning the work along what they know | 
positively to be better than they are 
now using and by sticking to sure 
producing methods have a season that 
would he full of profitable return and < 
be a real satisfaction. 

When a photographer develops a 
picture he can t**n pretty well why It 
did not come up aa tt should snd the 
experienced poult ryman should be 
able to see In a general way what has 
been wrong with the results If he has 
the breeders before him and the fin¬ 
ished product. Of course It Is not al¬ 
ways so. but ao much may be Indi¬ 
cated by what la available and that 
can he seen In the breeders and the 
product. If the birds have not grown 
well. It may be due to the breeding 
stock, the feeding, or the environ¬ 
ment. All of these things may be 
readily determined If the breeder uses 
any sort of Judgment and by planning 
now, doubtless a repetition of the 
same difficulty may be avoided. 

There Is one thing that all can set¬ 
tle as advisable snd ll at la that only 
the very beat birda for the purpose for 
which they are bred be retained snd 
that any falling below tha require¬ 
ments be sold or disposed of. This 
may seem a very strict rule to follow, 
but anyone who haa become arcus 
tomed to culling closely appreciates 
that only when that la done can the 
best progress be expected In many 
dairies where the only requirements 
of the cows Is that they produce a 
large amount of milk records are kept 
to see that all cowa are keeping above 
the average. Any falling below an 
average that la set aa essential Is 
■old at once and another takes her 
place. In large manufacturing plants 
whet, everything la running full awing 
and all machinery going, the question 
arises If It la not serious loss of pro¬ 
duction to have poor workers using 
machines that might produce more 
with more skilled workers. High pro¬ 
duction then can only be secured by 
changing for better workers. It Is Juat 
I the ssmo with the hens. Birds tha* 
cannot take their pieces should be re¬ 
moved for the others to bring the bet¬ 
ter results possible with them. 

Improvement sometimes Involves 
the introduction of some good blood 
from some reliable breeder. He also 
Is working down his flock to the best 
working units for his next season's 
efforts and It pay« well to secure what 
may be wanted as early as possible. It 
usually means a little better selection 
If it Is possible to give the breeder a

Oat straw In small proportions with 
timothy hay snd oats Is all right for 
tne horse when not worked, but the 
horse which la asked to do a day's 
«ork needs Just as much considera¬ 
tion In wlntei aa In the months while 
it la worked In the field. Clover hay 
which la free from mold and dust la 
tne beat and moat digestible thing 
for the horae. 

The horae enjoys a change of food 
and should have It now and then. A 
hot bran maah and a few sliced po¬ 
tatoes will be appreciated. 

Brood maPea do well on a ration 
of oat straw and corn stalks to pick 
at between meals. They should also 
reeclve a liberal feed of grain. A 
brood mare needs exercise In the 
open air every day as do all the 
horses, and It lx a good plan to turn 
them In a small yard and give them 
a few sulks to pick over; It will 
Uke up their attention and they 
will feel the col less. Horses should 
never be allowed to eat from the 
straw stacks with the cows, aa It la 
not good for either the cowa or 
horae* Cattle often have bad colda, 
and the discharge from their nostrils 
la caught Iff the straw. Horaea 
should not swallow it. aa It la almost 
sure to create dlaeaae. On the other 
hand the cowa do not enjoy being 
driven about by the horaea; who are 
nearly alwaya "bossy." and do not al¬ 
low the cows a chance to eat aa they 
oughL

But surely tha foolishness of such 
an Idea would promptly disappear 
from the brain of anyone If be would 
remind himself that simply because a 
man Joins tha army or navy ha does 
not coaae to ba a human being, with 
the same amotions of fear as other 
roan, tha same sensitiveness to pain, 
tha isma dread of death, and tha 
same horror of leaving his family un¬ 
supported after his death. 

It la true that men In armies and 
navies era educated to dare death if 
need ba; but tha present writer haa 
been through two wars, has been well 
acquainted with army and navy of- 
fleers tor forty-five years and knows 
positively that, barring exceptions 
they do not desire war at all.—Rear- 
Admiral Bradley ▲.

U. S. Roads in Hands of Receivers 


In 1914 There Were 2fl Railway Com¬ 
panies In the Hands of 
Receivers 

Among U.8. railroads the Interven¬ 
tion of the receiver haa been ao fre¬ 
quent, and haa concerned ao many im¬ 
portant systems. that thla official la 
no longer considered an omen of ap¬ 
proaching discussion, but rather, in 
cases, the promise of economical ad¬ 
ministration. Figures iaaued by the 
Bureau of Railway News A Statistics. 
Chicago, show that In 1914 there weru 
28 railway companies more or less 
importance In the hands of receivers 
*1 tne close of the calendar year 1914, 
In addition to nearly 40 minor roads. 
The combined length of these larger 
railways operated by receivers 


amounted to 11,449 miles, with a total 
capitalisation of no less than 61,376.- 
€74,912. They Include the St. Louis 
A San Francisco Railroad, with excel¬ 
lent services in the southwest: the 
Chicago A Eastern Uliuola Railroad, 
with one of the beat services between 
Chicago and St. Louis, the Wabash, 
with Its strong geographical position, 
providing abort line mileage between 
many Important cities In the middle 
west; the Fere Marquette, serving 
thickly populated districts In Michi¬ 
gan. and ths Toledo, 8t. Louie and 
Western Railroad, known aa the 
Clover Leaf route, traversing ths pro¬ 
gressive SlatwS of Indiana and llll- 
uois.

Small Increase of Cattle 


Dummy Trenches 

All sorts of devices are used by 
the opposing enemy to deceive aud 
disguise their positions Guns, for 
example, are hidden by branches of 
trees, their Umbers painted to re¬ 
semble tbe ground on which they 
are, while dummy guns of wood are 
erected to draw and waste the en¬ 
emy’s ammunition. 

Dummy devices of ell kinds ere 
great favorites for deceiving. Indeed. 
The latest dodge consists of dummy 
trenches which are used by the 
French. 

These are really Iron plates cov- 
ered with canvas eo painted that 
they* look like lengths of parapets 
of trsnehst. To make the dummy 
look #Ten more reel, tufts of fresh 
grass era fastened to the canvas, 
making the Iron plates look exactly 
like the parapet of a trench a short 
distance away. 

These false trenches act like 
shields, and protect the soldier* 
while they slowly advance. In thla 
•way they ere able to creep up close 
to the enemy before making a 
charge. 


Demand For Meet Exceeding the Sup¬ 
ply the World Over 

In an address to the students of 
the Ontario Veterinary College on the 
occasion of tbs opening exercises. Dr. 
C. C. James, Commissioner for Agri¬ 
culture, in empuaslsing the Import¬ 
ance of the live stock industry, spoke 
aa follows: 

"In the twelve years preceding tbe 
present war Great Britain had a ten' 
per cent. Increase in population end 
only four per cant, increase in cattle 
Germany also bad a four per ceoL In¬ 
crease in population. The Argentine, 
which was supposed to have an lu- 
exhaustible supply of cauls, bad In¬ 
creased its population by 40 per ceal-, 
while It had an actual decrease in live 
stock of six per cent, in the United 
States there was a decrease in cattle 
amounting to 30 per cent., whereas 
the people bad increased 24 per cent, 
while Canada against an increase in 
population of 34 per cent had a cattle 
increase of only 17 per cent. Statistics 
of the consumption of meat in various 
countries showed that tbe people of 
Great Britain consumed 120 pounds per 
head per annum, tnoee of Germany. 
113 pounds; Russia only 60 pounds, 
whilst Canadians consumed 176 
pounds per bead, snd tbe people of 
the United States. 186 pounds. But the 
gieateat meat eaters of all were the 
Australians who managed to get 
through 260 pound* each every year." 


Restrict Renta In England 
A bill waa Introduced In the British 
houae of commons recently to restrict 
during the war increases in rents and 
the calling In of mortgages on small 
dwelling houses in certain areas. 
Tbe proposed measure applies mainly 
to districts In which war munitions 
are manufactured, where much bitter¬ 
ness has been aroused by attempts 
of the landlords to exploit the unus¬ 
ual demand for dwellings.
